A stock taking through­ 
out the kingdom has shown th at some 
method of controlling the consum ption 
is unavoidable and the card system , 
patterned on Germany’s m ethods of 
regulation, was decided on. 
One kilo­ 
gram (2.2 pounds) will be allowed per 
month per capita, except for Decem­ 
ber, when two kilograms will be avail­ 
able. 
The sugar shortage has been m ark­ 
ed for some m onths and has lately as­ 
sum ed serious 
proportions. 
It had 
been hoped and expected, 
however, 
that this fall’s 
sugar 
beet harvest 
wouid make any state regulation of 
consum ption unnecessary, but it has 
now been found that, including 
this 
year’s production, there will be avail 
able only about 13 kilogram s per per­ 
son from now until November I, 1917. 
A further result of the sugar short­ 
age may be a forced reduction in the 
production of 
arrac 
punch, the so­ 
called national drink of the Swedes. 
Fully a million kilogram s are used for 
punch m aking yearly.

who consum es three bottles weekly— 
a rath er m oderate consumption for a 
punch drinker—consum es therein as 
much sugar as his sugar card entitles

How m any farm ers a rr 
there In 
Texas who have not a single hog on 
the farm ? 
How many farmers* wives 
are there in Texas who have not sold 
a dozen 
eggs or a pound of 
butter 
w ithin a year? 
How m any farm ers 
who have never taken to m arket any­ 
thing but cotton? 
There are too m any of each class. 
D iversification 
has done much 
for 
Texas. 
The work of education is not 
ended. It m ust not be allowed to end. 
Those who are not farm ers may not 
he altogether unselfish in the m atter, 
for in the success of the farm er they 
too profit. 
T ake the present condition when 
the price of living has gone to the 
high point of causing suffering among 
m any people for w ant of m eans with 
which to purchase food. The Memphis 
Commercial-Appeal says: 
"An inrpection of the m arket quo­ 
tations is all th at is necessary to in­ 
duce intelligent farm ers throughout 
the Southern states to devote more a t­ 
tention to food production next year 
than ever before. 
“In the days when food was cheap 
and when one did not have to worry 
especially about paying the grocery 
hill, the South neglected its big op­ 
portunities. Farm ers cam e to town to 
buy their m eat when the farm was 
large and the possibilities unlimited 
for the production of food. 
"W e blame the tru sts; thousands of 
eggs are held in cold storage and tons 
of meat, but if the farm er was only 
independent, as he can be, he would 
make the food corporation feel ashm- 
ed of them selvs.” 
The fact th at the cold storage plants 
are filled with eggs do er1 not mean 
th at the farm er is getting anything 
like prevailing prices, or that he 
re­ 
ceived more than a pittance for the 
eggs he sold last sum m er, but with 
more chickens on the farm he would 
come n earer getting an equal break by 
having eggs to sell at the season of 
the year when the price is the highest. 
So it is with all other products. The 
packing houses are full of m eat and 
the price is advanced from day to day. 
irrespective of the price of hogs and 
cattle as paid to the producer. 
The farm er, by diversification 
of 
crops, by producing more eggs, m o re 
cattle, more hogs, more 
vegetables 
and fruits, can break the price to 
a 
point where the consum ption would be 
so m aterially Increased, when every­ 
body would be able to have w’hat they 
wanted to eat, that In the end the 
farm er would have much more money 
than he now has with prices at the 
highest. 
Every farm er now has his mind cen­ 
tered on the high price of rot ton and 
is, no doubt, thinking of increased 
acreage next year. 
He does not atop 
to consider that, compared with other 
things entering into the cost of Jiving, 
particularly foodstuffs such as are pro­ 
duced on the farm, the price of cotton 
Is relatively low and with a bumper 
crop next year the price may be but 
a sm all portion of w hat it Is now, 
while with a constantly increasing de­ 


mand foodstuffs m ust 
continue 
to 
grow in price if the supply 
is 
not 
largely increased. 
The farm ers have th eir fortunes in 
th eir own hands if they but heed the 
adm onition and, getting away from the 
one-crop idea, go to producing more 
foodstuffs—Austin A m erican.
